CANON CREKK AND ITS VICINITV. 

Canon Creek empties into tho Fraser from 
the left bank, 65 miles op fiom bere ; it beads 
from the direotioD of Williams Greek, and bjf 
rough oaloulatton is north. west, and 
about 100 miles from Williams Creek. The 
country nro.und it is not very mouniainous 
it iomswhat resembles the vicinity of tbe 
mouth of Quesnollo and is timbered about tho 
aame. fhere arc several other creeks of the 
same size and dimensions in the vicinity of 
Canon. The only means of access to tho 
new minea at present, is by small boats from 
bere and there are several under construction 
now by parties from Williams creek.
